Such holidays depend on the visibility of the Moon on 
certain dates and shall be observed on the dates on which 
the festivals concerned are actually celebrated 

2 With the previous approval of the Director of Educa- 
tion, State of Ajmer, fifteen additional holidays during the 
whole year will be allowed to each Government Education- 
al Institution on such special occasions on which it may 
be deemed necessary to observe a holiday.

6 The Ajmer Treasury and the Beawar Sub Treasury 
shall remain closed for transaction of stamps on the 31st 
March 1955 owing to the verification of their stocks of 
stamps, which will take place on that day 

7 The Ajmer Treasury shall also remain closed for trans- 
action of stamps from the 25th November to 30th November 
1955 (irrespective of whether or not there is a holiday on 
any of these days) on account of the deputation of the 
Treasurer’s staff to work at a Sub Treasury to be opened at 
Pushkar for the above period m connection with the 
Pushkar Fair 

8 All Banks m the State of Ajmer will remain closed on 
the 30th June 1955 and the 31st December 1955 for closing 
their accounts

IV Read 1 plaint ’ for the word ‘ paint ’ occurring in the 
second line of rule 12.
